TEE ARMY WORM i.v NEW EXULAND.— 


The ravages of the army worm in New 
England have been very destructive, and 
various means have been resorted to for stay- 
ingthe progress of the pest, bnt nothing but 
a cordon of fire drawn around the fields 
has proved entirely effectual. 
A scientific 


gardener of Newport, R. I., says he has 
discovered that the eggs are disp'osited by 
a moth near the root of the grass, acid en- 
closed in a small sack as large as a China 
bean, and composed of a substance stroii"- 
ly resembling cotton. These eggs are 
hatched out in about ten days, and, as the 
sacks enveloping them are perfectly water- 
tight, the only way to prevent their spead- 
mg, is to pick their sacks ofF. 
The same 


person adds, that he has fonud that after 
the eggs are hatched guano is a sure reme- 
dy, and will kill them immediately when 
well sprinkled. A farmer of Pawtucket 
observes that plowing deeply around a. field 
will keep the worms off, but, as they often 
originate in a tract of growing grain, some 
other method of overcoming the evil must 
be employed. The following interesting 
description of the worm and its voracious 
habit, which is even turned upon its fellows 
when other food is not to be had, is fur- 
nished to the Fall River News by Dr. Dur- 
fee, an intelligent farmer near Providence

n the morning Gen. Lyon fired the first 
un when the battle immediately began. 


Severe cannonading was kept up for two 


or three hours, when the fire of Captain 
Tot ten'a buttery proving too powerful for 
the enemy, they gradually fell back toward 
their encampment on Wilson'* Creek. 


Gen. Lyon's cavalry posted on the cue- 


ny'a left flunk and Gen. Sigel's artillery on 
he right, then began a terrific attack and 
spread slaughter and dismay in the ranks of 
.he ensmy, pursuing them to their camp.— 
Shells from Totten's artillery setting fire to 
their tents and baggage waggons which 
were all destroyed. 


A Louisiana and a Mississippi regiment 


seemed to have suffered most in the fight 
and were almost annihilated. 


Some time in the afternoon jOien. Lyon 


was pushing on his column when his horse 
was shot from under him. 
He immediately 


mounted another and as he turned uround 
,o his men, waving his hat in his hand and 
cheering them on to victory, he was struck 
n the small of the buck by a ball and fell 
dead to the ground. 


The command then devolved upon Geu. 


Sigel. Pursuit continued till nightfall, when 
our little army rested for the night in the 
encampment of the enemy. 


Sunday morning, Gen. Sigel\fearing the 


nemy might recover and attempt to cut off 
lis command from Springfield,fell back up- 
on that city where the ilornj Guards were 
stationed. 


On reaching Springfield, fearing tho great 


lumbers of the enemy might induce them 
,o get br-tween him and Holla, Gen. Sigel 
continued to fall back upon Holla with his 
provision trains mid met reinforcements 


the way to him. 
At the latest moment of the departure of 


the messenger, the enemy had not been 
seen, and it is probable Gen. Sigel hn.s not 
jeen disturbed. 


Ninety of tho rebels were captured, one 


a colonel of distinction, the messenger not 
•emembering his name. The sword and 
lorse of McCulloch were among the tro- 
phies. 


Reinforcements are ou the way from Rol- 


a, and Gen. Sigel and his army may be 
cousidered nafe.

killed were buried on Saturday night. 
Re- 


inforcements are going forward to Sigel. 
There are 2,500 men, including the Home 
Guard, at Holla, who will ordered to advance 
under Col. Wyinan. 


The triumph of the secessionists over the 


reputed defeat of Gen. Lyon was hhort- 
lived; but while it lasted was vory bitter to 
Union men. Seceshers went romping thro' 
the streets, hurrahing for JeJ Davis nt ev- 
ery corner, and shearing thai the city was 
sure now to fall into Pillow's hands. 
When 


the truth came out, and the defeat of the 
conftMlerates was made known, they went to 
their holes, and save a few exultant re- 
marks over the death of Lyon, we hear but 
little. 


I went out on the South-west road to 


meet the train from Holla, this evening, but 
the Holla train mi^ncd connection, and I 
have not much additional to report. 
The 


disposition of Lyon's forces are said to 
have been admirable. 
It is the opinion of 


military men here thai he did not intend to 
attack, but was forced to do HO to prevent 
the enemy from getting in his rear with 
their superior force, and cutting of hi.s re- 
inforcements and supplies. That ho inter- 
cepted them in their march for thia pur- 
pose seems to be clear, though from the 
imperfect description of the field, nothing 
ccttain is known. Great credit is awarded 
to Sigel for his share in tho engagement; 
and confidence is felt that if retreat ia ne- 
cessary, he is the man to conduct it. It is 
thought that as soon as his reinforcements 
reach him, he will advance upon the re- 
mains of McCullocb'a army and drive them 
out of tho state, 


Gen. Fremont is acting with great ener- 


gy and determination, and there is perfect 
confidence that he will be able to take the 
city through the crisis with safety to all but 
the secessionists, who defy the law. He is 
preparing reinforcements to go, if needed, 
and to whomsoever calls. 
Secessionists 


deny the death of McCulloch, and say it is 
a. Union lie to offset the death of Lyou; 
bat it is believed here that both McCulloch 
and Price were killed or mortally wounded. 
The destruction of the rebel baggnge and 
camp was complete. 
Great anxiety to 


hear names of wounded and killed, as many 
of ibem are from this city. 
Gen. Fremont 


says that the releasing of prisoners after 
taking the oath is played out. 


LOUISVILLE, Aug. 13. 


The Richmond Dispatch of the 12th says 


a land slide occurred Sunday night near ten 
o'clock, about seventeen miles from Rich- 
mond, on the Manaaaa route. Eight cars 
filled with soldiers were wnaahed and shiv- 


ered to pieces, and two companies from 
Louisville were tbe principal sufferers.

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES.

Our army marched out of Springfield on 


Friday evening, only 5,000 strong, the 
Homo Guards remaining in Springfield. 
Our forces slept on the prairie a portion of 
the night, and about sunrise Saturday morn 
in;.' drove i i the outposts of the enemy, 
and soon after the engagement became gen 
i-ral. The attack was madu in hvu columns 
by Lyon and Sturgis, Gen. Sigel leading a 
Hanking force of about a 1,000 men on tho 
south of the enemy's cam]). 
The light 


raged from .sunrise in the morning until 
one or two o'clock in the afternoon. 
The 


rebels in overwhelming force charged Cnpt. 
Totien's battery three several time.4, but 
were repulsed with great slaughter. 


Gen. Lyon fell early in the day. 
flu had 


been previously wounded in the lug, and 
had a horse shot from under him. 
The 


colonel of one of the Kansas regiments 
having become disabled, tho boys cried out 
—''General, yon can lead us." 
He tlid so, 


at once putting himself in front; and while 
cheering the men on to the charge, receiv- 
ed a bullet in his left breast, an.l fell from 
)>is horse, lie was asked if he was burl, 
und replied, " no, not much," but in a few 
minutes he expired without a struggle. 


(!en. Sigi'l ''ml a very snveie struggle, 


and lost three ot his four ^nns. 
His nitil 


lery horses were .shot in their hurncs-1, and 
the carriages disabled. 
lit; endeivvorul to 


haul them o(F with i\ number of prisoners 
he had tnket., but was finally compelled to 
abandon them, first, however, spiking the 
guns and disabling the carriages. 
About 


I o'clock in the day tho enemy seemed to 
be in gaeut disorder and retreating. 
They 


•it't firu to their train of baggage wagons. 
Our forces were too much fatigued and cut 
i:p to pursue, and tho battle may be consid 
i-red a drawn OIH-.

nnd wounded on our side: Capt. Grain of 
tho 1st Missouri was killed ; Gen. Sweeney 
was woundi-d in the leg; Col. Mitchell of 
Kansas volunteers, seriously wounded ; Ma- 
jjr Sheppnrd, of general's staff, slightly 
wounded;

Capt. Burke slightly wounded; Col. Dit/Jer 
was wounded in Iclt leg, ball passing thro'; 
Capt, MuFnrlaud, of 1st Kansas, wounded, 
sujipoBeii mortally, his skull was fractured. 
The following lieutenants belonging to first 
Kansas were killed; Lieut. C. Aynel of 
company K; Lieut. L. L. Jones of Capt. 
Walker's company ; Liuut, Duer and Liuut. 
McGenoyan of dipt. McCook's company; 
2d Lieut. 11. A. Barker was shot in the left 
hand. 
The 1st Kansas and the 1st Missou- 


ri suffered most. 


Gen. Price was not kilted. There were

After perfecting his arrange- 
ments, gathering baggage, blowing up what 
powder he could not carry, and destroying 
ilher property, which he did not wish should 
all into the hands of tho enemy, he left 
Springfield, and on Sunday night encamped 
hirly in lea this side of thul place, enemy 
not parsuing. The only hostility observed 
during the day was the firing of a musket 
Prom a distance at the rrar guard. 
Gen. 


Sigel is confident he could have held Spring- 
field against the force they bad engaged, 
imt he wa.< fearful of reinforcements to the 
enemy from the south-west and that his line 
of communication to Holla would be cut 
off. 
Geri. Lyon bagan the attack upon re- 


ceipt of intelligence that the enemy were 
expecting reinforcement3 
from Jlardee'a 


column, which was approaching from the 
south-east. A portion of the artillery of 
the enemy was admirably served. Their in- 
fantry fire was also very severe. The Hi.me 
Guard of Springfield was not in the fi^hl. 
They, with a large number of citizeno of 
Springfk-ld, arc in Sigul's camp. It WHS 
thought that Sigel would fall back no far 
ther than Lebanon where reinforcements 
would meet him.

The ravages of the army worm in New 
England Lave been very destructive, ami 
various means have been resorted to for stay- 
ing the progress of the pest, but nothing but 
a cordon of fire drawn around the fieldd 
has proved entirely effectual. 
A scientific 


gardener of Newport, H. I., says ho lias 
discovered that the eggs are disposited bv 
a moth near the root of the grass, and en- 
closed in a small sack as large as a Chinii 
bean, and composed of a substance strong- 
ly resembling cotton. These eggs are 
hatched out in about ten days, and, .is the 
sacks enveloping them are perfectly water- 
tight, the only way to prevent their spead- 
ing, is to pick their sacks olf. 
The same 


person adds, that he has found that after 
the eggs are hatched guano is a sure reme- 
dy, and will kill them immediately when 
well sprinkled. A farmer of Pawtucket 
observes that plowing deeply around a field 
will keep the \vorms off, but, as they often 
originate in a tract of growing grain, some 
other method of overcoming the evil must 
be employed. The following interesting 
description of the worm and its voracious 
habit, which is even turned upon its fellows 
when other food is not to be had, is fur- 
nished to the Fall River News by Dr. Dur- 
fee, an intelligent farmer near Providence, 
R. I. That paper says: 


The doctor lias made a number of exper- 


iments with them. Last Sunday he put 
twenty-two large ones in a glass jar, draw- 
ing over the entrance a piece of lawn which 
admitted air. To-day there were but nine 
left, the other thirteen having been devour- 
ing by the nine, with the exception of the 
heads, which were lying upon the bottom 
of tbe jar, and we saw them in the vora- 
cious act of munching one another, the 
smaller and weaker succumbing first. An 
other jar was partially filled with corn- 
stalks, and a number of the insects placed 
in^it. The stocks wers completely riddled 


The proper name of the insect is ihe 


grass caterpillar (locusfa,) and is often fount 
iu the cotton fields of the south, and when 
pressed by hunger, has been known to de- 
stroy the leaf of that plant. They have 
never been known to any extent in th. 
northern states prior to the present season ; 
of course, their appearance is somewhat 
affected by the region where they abound. 
In the south they have a smaller and" dark- 
er appearance than those iu this region. 
We hear of their ravages in the south and 
west at the present time. In Illinois and 
Indiana they are particularly destructive to 
the cereal crops.

This action should be considered a victo- 


The enemy were driven from the field 
and did not return until our army left it.

Their killed and wounded were at 
least double that of ours. They lost their 
camp and equipage.

field in order, went to Springfield, put their 
baggage in order, and on Sunday night, 
thirty-six hours after the battle, they were 
encamped thirty miles from Springfield. 
They retired only because of the apprehend- 
ed reinforcements of the enemy by Hardee, 
who has fifteen thousand troops under his 
command. The death of Gen. Lyon alone 
causes a feeling of sadness at the result of 
the battle. _

Death of General Lyon. 


The death of General Lyon has cast a 


gloom over the whole country. He was al- 
most the only military commander who 
early appreciated this war, and seemed to 
be readv to comprehend his position and 
do his whole duty, without hesitation. The 
people of the west recognized him as em- 
phatically the man for the hour and the 
place. His loss is irreparable. We need- 
ed him as an example of unselfish devotion 
to duty, as well as for his eminent abilities 
and great experience. 
Snch men are rare 


in these time, and his death seems like the 
loss of a near friend. He fell gloriously 
leading his brave little army against fear- 
fuT odds. 
His memory will be cherished by 


the loyal people of the west as a bright and 
gli>.:ius name in their history. 


It is fortunate that Gen. Lyon is suc- 


ceeded by Gen. Sigel, who is so worthy to 
fill his place, and to whom we now all turn 
with hope and confidence as a leader able 
so sustain the union cause iu south-west

DESPATCH FBOM THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


— The following telegraphic despatch was 
received at Madison yesterday from the sec- 
retary of war. It indicates tbat no more 
troops will be sent east from Wisconisn. —

The muster rolls reported taken from the 


enemy give his strength at 23,000, includ- 
ing regiments from Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Tennessee, with Texas Bangers and 
Cherokee half-breeds. Their loss is repor- 
ted heavy, including Generals McCulloch 
and Price. This statement is corroborated 
by prisoners. 
Their tents and wagons were 


destroyed in the action. Gen. bigel left 
one gun on the field, and retreated to Spring- 
field with a large number of prisoners at 
three o'clock on the morning of the llth. 
He continued his retreat upon Rolla, bring- 
ing off his baggage trains and $25,000 in 
specie from the Springfield Bank. 


The following is a verbal report, taken 


from a special messenger, who brought dis- 
patches for Gen. Fremont. Early on Sat- 
urday morning Lyon marched out of Spring- 
field to give tbe enemy battle. He came 
up to him on Dave's Creek, on Green's 
Prairie, a few miles southwest of Spring- 
field, where he had taken a strong position 
on rolling ground. 
At 20 minutes past six 


in the morning Gen. Lyon fired the first 
gun when the battle immediately began. 


Severe cannonading was kept up for two 


or three hours, when the fire of Captain 
Totten's battery proving too powerful for 
the enemy, they gradually fell back toward 
their encampment on Wilson's Creek. 


Gen. Lyon's cavalry posted on the ene-

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


ROLLA, Mo., Aug. 13. 


The following additional account of the 


battle near Springfield, is from an eye wit- 
ness who left Springfield on Sunday morn- 
ing, and came through to this place on 
horseback: 


Our army marched out of Springfield on 


Friday evening, only 5,000 strong, the 
Home Guards remaining in Springfield. 
Our forces slept on the prairie a portion of 
the night, and about sunrise Saturday morn- 
ing drove i i the outposts of the enemy, 
and soon after the engagement became gen- 
eral. 
The attack was made in two columns 


by Lyon and Sturgis, Gen. Sigel leading a 
Hanking force of about a 1,000 raen on the 
south of the euemy's camp. 
The light 


raged from sunrise in the morning until 
oiie or two o'clock iu the afternoon. The 
rebels in overwhelming force charged Capt. 
Totten's battery three several times, but 
were repulsed with great slaughter. 


Gen. Lyon fell early in the day. 
He had 


been previously wounded in the leg, and 
had a horse shot from under him. 
The 


colonel of one of the Kansas regiments 
having become disabled, the boys cried out 


•' General, you can lead us." 
He did so, 


at once putting himself in front; and while 
cheering the men on to the charge, receiv- 
eil a bullet in his left breast, an.l fell from 
his burse, lie was asked if he was hurt, 
and replied, " no, not much," but in a few 
minutes he expired without a struggle. 


Gen. 
Sigel hnrl a very severe struggle, 


and lost three oi his four guns. His artil- 
lery horses were shot in their harness, and 
the" carriages disabled. 
He endeavored to 


haul them off with a number of prisoners 
he had taken, but was finally compelled to 
abandon them, first, however, spiking the 
guns and disabling the carriages. 
About 


I o'clock in the day the enemy seemed to 
be in gaeat disorder and retreating. 
They 


set fire to their train of baggage wagons. 
Our forces were too much fatigued and cut 
up to pursue, and the battle may be consid- 
ered :v drawn o:ie. 


The following is a partial list of killed 


and wounded on our side: Capt. Gratz of 
tbe 1st Missouri was killed ; Gen. Sweeney 
v,-as wounded in the leg; Col. Mitchell of 
Kansas volunteers, seriously wounded ; Ma- 
jor Sheppard, of general's staff, slightly 
wounded; Capt. Plummer, of regulars, 
wounded ; Capt. Miller, of Missouri 1st, se- 
riously wounded; Capt. Cavender was 
wounded in the shoulder, but rode back on 
a horse from the battle field to Springfield ; 
Capt. Burke slightly wounded; Col. Ditzler 
was wounded in left leg, ball passing thro'; 
Capt. McFarland, of 1st Kansas, wounded, 
supposed mortally, his skull was fractured. 
The following lieutenants belonging to first 
Kansas were killed; Lieut. C. Aynel of 
company K; Lieut. L. L. Jones of Capt. 
Walker's company ; Lieut. Duer and Lieut. 
McGenoyau of Capt, McCook's company ; 
2d Lieut. R. A. Barker was shot in the left 
hand. The 1st Kansas and the 1st Missou- 
ri suffered most. 


Gen. Price was not killed. There were 


rumors on the field that McCulloch was 
killed, but the rebels denied it. 


On Saturday night Dr. Mencher and oth- 


ers of our army went back wilh ambulances 
to the battle field from Springfield, to see 
about the killed and wounded. They found 
the enemy on the field and were consider- 
ately treated. Gen. Lyon's body had been 


Major Stnrges took command of the bat- 


tle field after the death of Gen. Lyon. Gen. 
Sigel took command after the battle. Our 
loss is variously estimated from 150 to 300 
rilled, and several hundred wounded. 


The enemy's loss is placed at 2,000 kill- 


d and wounded. 


Our boys captured about 800 horses. 
One of the enemy's regiments carried 


wo flags, the confederate, and stars and 
tripes. 


Gen. Sigel marched back to Springfield 


n good order. After perfecting his arrange- 
ments, gathering baggage, blowing up what 
owder he could not carry, and destroying 
ther property, which he did not wish should 
ail into the hands of the enemy, he left 
pringfield, and on Sunday night encamped 
birty miles this side of that place, enemy 
ot pursuing. The only hostility observed 
uring the day was the firing of a musket 
rom a distance at the rear guard. Gen. 
Sigel is confident he could have held Spring- 
ield against the force they had engaged, 
lut he was fearful of reinforcements to the 
inemy from the south-west and that his line 
if communication to Rolla would be cut 
jff. 
Gen. Lyon bagan the attack upon re- 


ceipt of intelligence that the enemy were 
expecting reinforcements 
from Hardee's 


column, which was approaching from the 
iouth-east. A portion of the artillery of 
he enemy was admirably served. Their in- 
antry fire was also very severe. 
The Heine 


luard of Spiingfiald was not in the fight.

It is believed now that 
every message that passed over the wires to 
and from Patterson's column was taken off 
and communicated to the enemy. 


INDEMNITY TO THE STATES.—The follow- 


ing is the act of congress, passed at its late 
session, to indemnify the states for expens- 
es incurred by them in defence of the Unit- 
ed states: 


Be it enacted, &<:., That the secretary of 


the treasury be tind he is hereby directed, 
out of any money in the trersnry not other- 
wise appropriated, to pay to the governor 
of any state, or to liis duly authorized 
agents, the costs, charges, and expenses 
properly incurred by such state for enroll- 
ing, subsisting, clothing, supplying, arming, 
equipping, paying and transporting its 
troops employed in aiding to suppress tbe 
present insurrection against the United 
States, to be settled upou proper vouchers, 
to be filed and passed upon by the proper 
accounting officers of the treasury. 


THE VOLONTEEE ARMY or THE UNION. 


—The London Times has an article under 
this head which opens as follows : 


The citizens of the United States may 


well be proud of their new army. More 
than forty years of peace, broken only by 
such interruptions as the Mexican war and 
the expedition to Utah, have not in the 
least degree blunted their military spirit.— 
It is impossible to read the special report 
of the secretary of war to the president with- 
out being reminded of those ancient democ- 
racies, in which the whole adult population 
would sally out to repel foreign aggression, 
and all the richer citizens would contribute 
freely to the expenses of the war. If re- 
publican institr.tiona are indeed on their 
trial, it is not at this point that they will 
break down. The secretary may be forgiv- 
en for lapsing from the narrative into the 
rhetorical style in describing the composi- 
tion of a quarter of a million, so rapidly 
raised and so efficiently armed.

CLELLAN.—Gen. McClellan'a face is not fa- 
miliar to the public yet, and at the "Press" 
interview at his quarters Thursday night 
he made his-appearance amongst tbe gath- 
ering of newspaper men, and was proceed- 
ing in quiet conversational tones to unfold 
his views upon the subject of the meeting, 
quite unrecognized by the majority present. 
In fact, his five-feet-five proportions were 
completely lost in the group, and a widen- 
ing of the ring was instantly proposed by 
the outsiders—ostensibly that they might 
better hear what he was saying, but quite 
apparent that they might get a fair look at 
" the coming man." 
He is of almost boy- 


ish appearance, (looking twenty-five, but 
probably ten years older,) is of Napoleonic 
figure, slightly inclined to fullness about 
the waist-band, has a good head firmly 
planted.by a neck of bovine force upon am- 
ple shoulders, hair snugly cropped but not 
filed, ruddy and brown complexion, blue 
eyes, (to the best of our belief, standing as 
he did, back to the light,) nose springing 
from his forehead at a sufficient angle to 
indicate character, clean cut chin, and a 
mouth the lines of which indicate pood hu- 
mor and firmness in about equal propor- 
tions.
